On one of the island s in Casco Ray 
there is a nu merou s, thrifty , and most 
ex cellent family in which John is the 
popu lar front name among the males. 
To prev ent confu sion of id entity they 
are respectiv ely known as “John J .,” 
“John O.,” “HeiferJohn,” “Thu nd er­ 
ing John,” “Sharking John,” “Du nk 
John,” "Flatfoot John,""Captain John,” 
“John Eliza John,” and “John,” the 
latter being the John of the prolific 
tribe.

T he ex plorations of recent y ears hav e 
consid erably changed ou r notions of the 
comparativ e rank of the great riv ers of 
tho world . 
If wo class riv ers accord ­ 
ing to their length, both the Nile and 
tho langtse-Kiang mu st be named be­ 
fore the Amazon. 
The Nile’s 4,000 
miles of waterway , from its head waters 
sou th of Lake Victoria to the Med iter­ 
ranean, make it the largest riv er in the 
world , nearly as long as the Mississippi 
and Missou ri together, and abou t 1,000 
miles longer than the Amazon. 


I t is claimed that by a new process 
whito wood can be mad e so tou gh as to 
requ ire a cold chisel to split it. 
The 
resu lt is obtained by steaming the 
timber and su bmitting it to end pres­ 
su re, technically “u psetting it,” thu s 
compressing the cells and fibers into 
one compact, mass. 
It is the opinion of 
those who hav e ex perimented with the 
process, that wood can be compressed 
7 5 per cent, and that some timber, 
which is now consid ered u nfit for u se 
in su ch work as carriago bu ild ing, cou ld 
be mad e v alu able bv this means. 


T he u se of frogs as a table d elicacy 
is increasing. 
They are shipped from 
Michigan, Ohio, and Ind iana in wire 
cages with zinc bottoms, and go to 
the large Eastern cities. 
Frogs mu st 
be taken aliv e in market, as the fine, 
white flesh d oes not keep long after 
being d ressed . 
The frogs are cau ght 
in seines and d ip-nets in the shallow 
lakes and pond s. 
The only prepara­ 
tion for the cooking of frogs is to skin 
them. 
The manager of Fu lton Market, 
New York, say s a three-acre frog-pond 
will fu rnish each y ear 100,000 frogs, 
and he more profitable than a herd of 
Ald erney cows.

throu gh sheer force of nativ e talent. 
And it may not improbably hav e been a 
liv ely perception of this ethical signifi­ 
cance which fostered in the classic mind 
so wid espread a d isbelief in early prom­ 
ises of great intellectu al power.

find a ty pical ex pression of this senti­ 
ment in the say ing Qu intilian:

“Is it not strange that with so many 
new inv entions constantly being mad e, 
the old -l'ashioned cork life-preserv er 
still remains in v ogu e?” said a captain 
of a steamer to a New York reporter. 
“Are they not good enou gh, captain?” 
“Oh, y es. 
I believ e they answer bet­ 
ter than any thing y et inv ented for 
u sing qu ickly in case of accid ent. 
Al­ 
thou gh it is simple enou gh to strap a 
life-preserv er on, y et many people are 
d rowned by pu tting them on in a loose 
way and getting their feet tu rned in 
the air instead of their head s. 
Then, 
too, in a general panic the preserv ers 
are often tied or bu ckled carelessly ,and 
a few wav es soon knock them oil’. 
The 
ind ia-ru bber su its cannot be pu t on so 
qu ickly . That is one d rawback to them. 
W hat good wou ld a ru bber su it d o a 
man in mid -ocean u nless he lias nerv e 
and plu ck like Boy ton and those pro­ 
fessional swd mmers? 
Think of a lad v 
incased in a ru bber armor tossing abou t 
in mid -ocean. She wou ld soon d ie from 
fright. 
Hailors and seaman wou ld be 
at home, perhaps, in ru bber life-pre­ 
serv ers, and cou ld pad d le abou t and 
keep u p their spirits. Ru t in the hu rry 
of leav ing a ship after a collision, for 
instance, who wou ld hav e time to pu t 
on and inflate the 
ru bber life-pre­ 
serv ers? 
The moment an accid ent oc­ 
cu rs confu sion and panic generally fol­ 
low, especially among the passengers. 
As a ru le tbe d epartu re from the ship 
is a ru sh, and the d ev il take the hind ­ 
most. 
Hence a life-preserv er mu st be 
easily pu t on and hav e no complications 
whatev er. 
They wou ld be perfectly 
u seless otherwise. 
I hav e thou ght of 
all kind s of new-fangled life-preserv ­ 
ers, bu t none are worthy of ad option, 
or rather they * are impracticable. 
My 
id ea once was to hav e a good -sized half- 
barrel, with straps so placed that a per­ 
son cou ld easily ’ bu ckle himself to it in 
tin* water. 
Then on the insid e of the 
barrel wou ld be a little fresh water and 
something to eat. By taking ou t a plu g 
or a slid e the food cou ld be read ied . I 
hav e fou nd nearly ev ery thing imprac­ 
ticable. 
Presence of mind in the face 
of d anger is the greatest life-preserv er 
a person can possess. 
Withou t this 
coolness the best preserv er is of little 
av ail.”

11« Cou ld Lift a Ton and Cou ld Carry a 
Cnnnon on HI« Shou ld ers. 
I propose to giv e a short sketch of 
the life of a man who was little known 
ou tsid e of the v illage of Granv ille 
Corners, in Washington Cou nty , where 
he was born and spent the most of a 
long life, say s a correspond ent of the 
Troy (N. Y.) Times. 
It is known of 
him. and can be prov ed , that he has 
lerformod feats of strength u nsu rpassed 
>y any man that has liv ed in ancient 
and mod ern times, ex cepting, of cou rse, 
the biblical Samson. 
His name is, or 
was, Steam Carpenter; his occu pation 
was that of a farmer. 
Being natmrally 
of a v ery qu iet, peaceable d isposition, 
and a member of the Society of Friend s, 
he nev er d id any thing for d isplay to at­ 
tract attention, bu t the feats of strength 
that he performed were d one more to 
satisfy himself, and to see how mu ch 
he cou ld lift, than for any thing else. 
All his lifting 
was d one by main 
strength, withou t harness of any kind . 
One of his greatest feats was lifting a 
box tilled with iron, which weighed 
1,9 00 pou nd s, which is equ al to lifting 
4,8 00 pou nd s in a harness. 
He lifted it 
with ease with his hand s by grasping a 
rope or chain which was bou nd arou nd 
the box to secu re it. 
Ho d id not know 
the weight of tho box of iron at tho 
time, and was afterward heard to say 
that had he known it weighed so near 
a ton he wou ld hav e pu t on tho other 
100 pou nd s and carried the w hole. 
At 
another time he lifted a cannon that 
weighed 1,400 pou nd s and shou ld ered 
it. 
At Comstock’s Land ing, on the 
Champlain Canal, near Whitehall, one 
d ay while waiting for a load of mer­ 
chand ise, he lifted a barrel of white 
lead with ease. 
His neighbors, when 
killing hogs, if Steam happened to ho 
arou nd , wou ld ask him to gu ess the 
weight of a hog ju st killed . 
If it hap­ 
pened to be a big one weighing fou r or 
liv e hu nd red pou nd s, be wou ld stoop 
d own and twist his fingers into the 
bristles, and in that way wou ld lift the 
carcass clear from the grou nd and 
gu ess on its weight. 
He performed one of the greatest 
feats of strength on record after he had 
reached the age of 7 5 y ears. 
He lifted 
two twenty -fou r foot 
iron rails by 
grasping one in each hand , and walked 
off w ith them. 
The rails were resting 
on wood en horses, so he d id not stoop 
d own to lift them. 
One d ay in hay ing 
he was going from the field with his 
men to tho hou se for d inner. 
They 
were walking along the road together 
when one of his men, for mischief, 
came u p behind him, and , by a skillfu l 
trip, threw 
Carpenter 
d own. 
Ho 
gathered himself u p and said nothing 
abou t it. 
He walked to the hou se, and 
after d inner, when retu rning to the 
field with his men, they came along to- 
the place where the man gav e him the 
fall. 
He su d d enly tu rned u pon the 
man,and ,grasping him by the shou ld ers 
and the scat of his trou sers, lifted him 
and hu rled him high iu the air abov e 
him and ov er a sev en-rail fence by the 
sid e of which they happened to be 
walking. 
The man came d own in tho 
mead ow a rod or more from the fence, 
consid erably shaken u p, hu t not bad ly 
hu rt. Mr. Carpenter was not a gigantic 
man in size. 
He was abou t six feet 
tall, and appeared mu ch less than that, 
owing to his massiv e bu ild . 
There 
was no su perflu ou s flesh u pon him, bu t 
the mu scles of his arms, shou ld ers, and 
neck seemed to be piled u pon him, so 
great was their size.

l)av ” on which we d id not hear it re­ 
cited . 
It may be that the y ears since 
then hav e been so freighted with ex ­ 
amples of boy ish heroism that 
110 boy 
now’ cares for “Cassabianca. ” 
One of these later, and , to ou r think­ 
ing, more attractiv e ex amples of y ou th­ 
fu l heroism occu rred at the ou tbreak of 
the Hepov mu tiny in 1857. 
Ju st be­ 
fore the awfu l storm broke, the sy stem 
of electric telegraphs had been ex ­ 
tend ed ov er the su rface of British Ind ia. 
The mu tineers ru shed to Delhi, to 
seize u pon the old hered itary seat of 
the Mohammed an Empire, and began 
cu tting the throats 
of 
Eu ropeans. 
While the rattle of cannon and mu s­ 
ketry was rolling arou nd the telegraph 
office, a little English boy , mov ed by 
the English sense of d u ty , stu ck to his 
post u ntil he had telegraphed to the 
commissioner at Lahore. 
The mes­ 
sage annou nced that the mu tineers had 
arriv ed at Delhi, and had mu rd ered this 
civ ilian and that officer, and wou nd u p 
with these significant 
bu t 
child ish 
word s, “ We’re oil’.” 
The bov ’s cou rage and sense of d u ty 
sav ed the Pu njab. 
As soon as the tele­ 
gram reached Lahore, the general in 
command of the Sepoy s d isarmed them. 
When they learned of the rising at 
Delhi, they were powerless to d o any 
inju ry . 
The general flashed the aw fu l 
news to Peshawar. 
The Hind oostanee 
regiments there were also d isarmed , 
and , thou gh mu tineers at heart, were 
rend ered incapable of harm. 
Then the 
telegraph was cu t by the rebels—bu t, 
the boy at Delhi had sav ed northern 
Ind ia to the British crown. 
The officer 
in charge had been killed , bu t that 
brav e lad stay ed long enou gh at the 
instru ment to d ispatch the warning.—

Ev ery now and ag ain some wiseacre 
undertakes a sermon to the working ­ 
men in which it set forth, with a g ood 
deal of elaboration of detail, and sup­ 
ported by numerous “ practical” illus­ 
trations, that it is possible for ev ery 
man, if ho be industrious and thrifty , 
to g et into business and achiev e compe­ 
tence for himself. 
The intention is to 
say , thoug h they do not say it ex actly 
in tiiat way , that it is possible for ev ery 
man to lie rich. 
One of the leading 
citizens of the town will die, John Jones, 
for instance. 
The local papers will 
hav e fulsome eulog ies. 
It will be told 
how ho orig inated from “ poor but re- 
•pectable” parents, worked on a farm, 
or did odd jobs for the neig hbors, sav ed 
his money , opened a little g rocery store, 
carried in three bushels of clov er seed 
or barrels of flour, and toted the g oods 
round to the customers himself rather 
than g o to tho ex penso of hiring a man 
to do it for him. 
How ho thus accu­ 
mulated his first few hundred dollars. 
How one of his customers g ot in debt 
to him for sev eral hundred. 
How he 
compromised by taking half tho cus­ 
tomer’s farm. 
How coal was subse­ 
quently discov ered underly ing the farm. 
How ho sold it for $1 5 ,000 hard cash. 
And so forth, and so forth, and so forth 1 
This is but one of the v ariations of 
the same old storv , and the telling it is 
al way s accompanied by the same adv ice 
that what the eminent deceased did in 
those way s it is possiblo for each and 
ev ery man to do. 
llut what a howling 
absurdity it aU is ! To l» o sure the g reat 
majority of men are not thrifty . 
They 
aro industrious. 
They must l>o to liv e. 
But they are careless in their ex pendi­ 
tures, within a certain rang e. Suppose 
they were not. 
Then not half so many 
of tho others would becomo rich. 
The 
recklessness of the many is tho chief 
factor in the construction of the for­ 
tunes of the few. 
That is, if it can be 
called reckless for a man to prefer to 
surround himself and his family with 
such comforts as his means affords, 
rather than pinch and stint, with the 
hope of some day hav ing enoug h to 
buy bis neig hbor’s property at forced 
sale at half its v alue, and sell it to the 
other man with more money than wit 
who comes along , for twice what it is 
worth. 
There can only be so many rich, and 
to make and keep them rich others 
must remain poor. 
There can only be

the business of tbe country as a whole 
in manag ed. 
The only one class of 
which there aro not too many are tho 
small farmers. 
Of these there can 
nev er be too many . 80 long as the 
stock of small farms hold out there can 
be no ex cess of small farmers. 
Farm­ 
ing the small farm is the basis and best 
of all business. 
It is the business the 
law should do tho most to encourag e, 
particularly in a country with so lav ish 
an endowment of rich soil, unequaled 
any where in tlie world, as this country 
possesses. 
And, strang ely enoug h, 
thoug h the small farmers arc sufficiently 
numerous in the country to outv ote all 
tho rest of us, if they saw fit, they are 
less deferred to by those who make the 
laws and customs of the Htate and 
Nation than any other. 
With a solid, 
intellig ently manag ed union, the small 
farmer could hav e the laws just as he 
mig ht choose to shape them. 
He 
wouldn’t bo rich in tho common accep­ 
tation of the term ; but lie would come 
nearer than any other representativ e of 
a g rcut body could possibly corno to 
hav ing all lie needed, and he would 
hav e an org anization in comparison 
with which all other so-called g reat or­ 
g anizations, either of labor or capital, 
w'ould seem ridiculously insig nificant.—

few day s ago the case came up for the second 
time in court 
Moen’» counsel, in his state- 
snt, said the case was one of clear black- 
and that Moen would testify to all the 
lets. 
It seems that Wilson is an illiterate 
;rson whom Moen first knew in 1875. 
A t 
it time, Moen testified, Wilson told him 
he knew of an occurrence of a disgrace­ 
ful and criminal nature in which Moen was 
an actor, and demanded $ 100, which Moen 
Ceclintd to p ay at the time, but told Wilson 
to'call on him the nex t day , when he p aid 
ti e money , hop ing that this would be the 
of it; but the demands for money 
ire continuous and heavy . 
Letters were 
p roduct?« ! in court signed by Wilson, which 
Moen identified, threatening to ex p ose him if 
be did not p ay certain sp ecified sums of 
money . 
One of these letters declared that 
Wilson would ex p ose Moen, and that he 
could get his (Wilson’s) brother to swear to 
any thing necessary . 
This bleeding p rocess 
went on for several y ears, until Moen said he 
had p aid Wilson $ 250,000, when he refused to 
be further squeezed 
and 
this suit was 
brought, 
The disgraceful act that Wilson 
was p rivy to, Moen said he was not guilty 
of, but others, and he had p aid the money to 
keep it quiet, it seems, for the sake of those 
imp licated. 
Moen left the stand Friday 
morning, after a long ex amination, but not­ 
withstanding his counsel’s p romise that he 
would tell the whole story , he said nothing 
a t all by which the nature of this my sterious 
act could be ascertained. 
A woman, Miss Hattie Englee, of Provi­ 
nce, R. I., is mix ed up in the case as Wil- 
>n’s mistress. 
She brought suit aginst Wil- 
>n for seduction, but testified Friday that 
le suit had been settled. She admitted hav­ 
ing lived with Wilson as h it wife, and had 
taken a trip to Europ e with him on money 
furnished by Moen. 
She also testified that 
Wilson had frequently threatened to ex p ose 
Moen in regard to the my sterious wicked- 


Rice testified th at Wilson 
called on him and demanded $ 16,000 which 
Moen had p romised him, say ing that he 
(Rice) could not bully him and had better 
p ay him, or he would send Moen to p rison. 
Rice showed him the door. 
Rice was act­ 
ing for Moen as counsel at the time. 
The question that is agitating the p ublic is: 
W hat is the my sterious secret that Moen has 
p aid Wilson # 250,000 for keep ing? 
This 
question has not y et been answered, and 
whether it will be or not remains to be seen. 


MARRIED IN SP IT E OF HERSELF. 


T h e C urio us S to ry a B ritish S o ciety B eauty 
T ells in C o urt. 
London , Nov . 13.—The case of Mrs. Se­ 
bright, a well known society beauty , against 
her husband, Mr. A rthur Sebright, for di­ 
vorce on the ground that force and intimida­ 
tion were used ill obtaining her consent to 
the m arriage to the defendant, was op ened 
Friday . 
The p etitioner’s counsel admitted 
the marriage in the registrar’s office last Jan ­ 
uary , but claimed th at the contracting p ar­ 
ties had never lived together, 
A money 
transaction, the counsel said, had caused the 
marriage, and not affection. 
The judge 
thought it would be imp ossible to nullify the 
marriage for the reason stated, but said he 
would hear the evidence in the case. 
Mrs. Sebright was called to the witness- 
box and dep osed substantially as follows: 
She had inherited a large sum of money from 
her father when quite y oung. 
Mr. Sebright 
had been a welconfe visitor to her mother’s 
house, but was not received as a suitor for 
her daughter’s hand. 
Sebright finally p ro­ 
p osed marriage to the p etitioner and was re­ 
ferred to her mother, who refused her con­ 
sent. 
Subsequently the p etitioner, without 
the knowledge of her mother, engaged her­ 
self to Sebright, and he p ersuaded her to 
sign some p ap ers adm itting the engagem ent; 
which she afterw ard found were not what 
they were rep resented to be, but were bills 
amounting 
to 
£ 3,325. 
These 
she 
refused 
to acknowledge, and action was 
taken to recover 
the 
amount. 
When 
the writs were served Sebright told her the 
only way by which she could save herself 
from financial ruin was through marriage 
with him. 
Incensed at the villainy of the 
man who p retended to love her, she refused 
to m arry him. 
Sebright p ersisted, and later, 
under p romise to have the writs canceled, he 
took her to a p lace unknown to her, w here 
the cancellation was to be made. 
Arriving 
there, she found herself in the registrar’s 
office and attemp ted to leave, but w as p re­ 
vented by Sebright’s threats to shoot her if 
she showed the slightest unwillingness to 
m arry him then and there. 
A ring was 
forced up on her linger, but she drew' it off 
and threw it on the floor. She was then com­ 
p elled to sign the register, which she did un­ 
consciously . 
She 
heard 
no 
legal- form 
read, was too much frightened to realize all 
that occurred, but was certain that nothing 
was read aloud. 
After leaving the registrar’s 
t itiee the p etitioner was taken home. 
Her 
marriage was never consummated. 
The registrar dep osed that p etitioner was 
som ew hat agitated on the occasion of her 
marriage to Sebright, but rep eate 1 the 
declaration and went through the form of 
marriage without hesitation or dissent. 
He 
corroborated Mrs. Sebright’s statement that 
she threw the ring up on the floor, but testi­ 
fied that she afterw ard signed the register 
w ithout demur. 
The p etitioner’s mother and 
tw o p hy sicians testified to the mental collap se 
of the p etitioner after the ceremony in the 
registrar’s office. 
The 
hearing then ad­ 
journed.

HEAVY DAMAGES BY FLOODS.

P aw s , Nov. 13.—The city o f Nice has been 
visited by enormous wave* from the Medi­ 
terranean. 
The water swep t away the quay s 
and the p romenade on the Anglais p lanta­ 
tion. 
Up ward of 100 p eop le were carried off 
their feet and the quay s and p romenade cov­ 
ered with sand. 
The devastation wrought 
by the waves ex tended tw'o miles along Nice’s 
water-front. 
A t Cannes, which is twenty - 
two miles from Nice, a fierce storm has been 
raging, and tw’o vessels are known to have 
been wrecked. 
Men standing on the quay s 
were carried out to sea on immense waves. 
The Croise tte p romenade was destroy ed. 
A 
rain, amounting almost to a deluge, has been 
falling for four day s at Gap , cap ital of the 
dep artment of Hautes-Alp es. 
A number of 
houses have been utterly destroy ed by the 
floods resulting from the waterfall. 
The city 
of Aix is so badly flooded that travel in the 
streets is imp ossible ex cep t in boats. In 
Nimes two p arishes are under water and a 
third is isolated by floods. 
Genoa , Nov. 13.—Enormous damage has 
been sustained in this city and vicinity by 
floods which p revail throughout this region. 
Railway travel is almost entirely susp ended 
in the vicinity of Vinlimiglia, which town 
has also suffered severely from inundation.

Worcester, a barber, was recently convicted 
of keep ing his shop op en on Sunday and ap ­ 
p ealed the case to the full bench of the su­ 
p reme court.

defendant’s ex cep tions and affirming the con­ 
viction. 
Under this decision barbers in the 
future will keep their shop s closed on Sun­ 
day . 
The decision as announced reaffirms 
the old statute forbidding the keep ing op en 
of shop s on Sunday and the doing of any 
work on that day , save work of necessity or 
charity . 
The m atter will now be taken to 
the legislature and efforts will be made to 
secure an amendment to the statute, which 
has been a dead letter for a long time, and 
p robably would have remained so but for 
the effort of a p ortiolt of the barbers to re­ 
cure the closing of all barber shop s on Sun­ 
day . 
Until the leg! slatur e takes action, those 
who feel disp osed to p rosecute druggists, 
bakers and barbers for kep ing op en on Sun­ 
day can under this decision carry their 
p oint. 
No serious effort in that direction is, 
however, ap p rehended by any body ex cep t 
in 
the case of barbers.
